kind, 

Averrocs, as quoted by Kiverins, Cap. 6. 
lib. 1. taxes Phyfitians, as exprefling them- 
felves, in their Writings on fome parts of 
Phyfick, more like Fidlers than fair De- 
monttrators of the Truths of Nature: And 
well might he do fo,if he therein confider- 
ed their wantor neglect of Aftrology. For 
it isimpoflible for any Medick whatfocver 
to come to a true and thorow acquain- 
tance with the true Reafons and Cautes of 
all the ftupendious varieties happening 1 
the Body of man,but by the Syderal Learn-

Ci. e. ) Heaven 
above, Heaven beneath, Stars above, Stars 
beneath; All that is above is alfo beneath, 
exe, Or if there be any Vefiigia of Verity 
in Syaefias's Monument, H vas, Ge, One 
Nature delights in another 5 one Nature 
overcomes another; one Nature over- 
rulcs another. Ifthere be, Ifay, any thing 
of Truth inhabiting thefe Philofophical 
Affertions of thofe Icarned Authors, ‘tis 
Attrology muft make us happy in the 
knowledge of it. 

The Remote,as well as propinquate cau- 
fesof things ought {crioully tobe minded 
and confider'd, both by Phyfitians and 
Philofophers, or elfe the Mufick of Science 
may reafonably be prefumed to furnith us 
with Flats for Sharps, with Appearances 
Azimene and fickly, in the ftead of found 
and wholfome Arguments. The Stars above 
us, aswell as the Pulfe and Urine with us, 
mutt be ftudied and contemplated by that 
Phyfitian which would approve himfelf a 
Friend to Nature, and an Enemy to its Di- 
ftempers and Difeafes. A3 #£Nor 
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Nor was the thrice Excellent Paracelfus 
miftaken,when he maintained ---- That a 
Phyfitian ought to be Predeftinated to the 
cure of his Patient, ince thofe Cures, be 
they great or little, are the foonclt per- 
formed, where the Phyfitian and Patient 
are the moft fuitable and {ympathetical in 
their Natures, Tempers, Humors, Shapes, 
Difpolitions. And what Science is there 
that can readily aflift ns in fo weful and ne- 
ceflary a Secret, unlefs that of Aftrology ? 

Attrology (¢ faith the Learned Severtas, 
in his Practice of Phyfick.) we hold necefla- 
ry fora Phyfitians and there be many 


Realons why he fhould not be ignoxant of 


it. therefore (faith he) content to thofa 
modern Phyfitians, who fay--—~That the 
Stars work upon Infertour Bodtes,not only 
by Heat and Light,but by occult Influence. 
Andalittleatier, he adds—-»sNor is it to be 
contemned, that every Plant is under a pe- 
culiar Planet, becaule we tind by Expert- 
ence, that Heaven acteth notupon things 
below,only by Heat and Light,but by a {u- 
cret and occult Vertue, And therefore (he 
gocs on) I think, with afuthiolys,and other 
Learned men, thatthe Afpctts of the Stars 
are to be obferved in gathering of Plants: 
hey {oy 
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for thefe Inferiour things are govern'd by 
their Superiour, and contend with them. 

Nay,the very enemies to Aftrology are 
conttrain'’d to allow of the Excellent and 
daily benefit Mankind receiveth by it in 
the ufeof Phyfick. And although I little 
yaluc the Opinion, and lefs the Practice,of 
an Enemy to Truth,yct where the'Truth is 
fipported by any of their words or Wri- 
tings,it’s not amifs to remember them, if it 
be tono other end but that of convincing 
People of the fame Principle with them. 
Hear then Mr. Chamber himfelf {peak —-— 
Quid porrode Medicina dicam? quam miul- 
ia obfervato celo, de incidenda vena, de die- 
hus Criticit, ele toto genere envandi pracipit, 
que ft iguoret Medicus, nun cut valere an 
rerokare dicimus ° Vide Fue, Aftron. q. C, 
And if. the Encmies to Aftrology (and 
thofe Learned too ) fhall thus plainly affere 
its ufefulnefS, it can be neither Shame nor 
Scandal for the Friends of Vrazianot only 
to appear in, but to juftifie and maintain 
Her Caufe. 

It is by the right knowledge of Times, 
and by the apt application and preparation 
of Phyfick in them, that the greatelt Cures 
come tobe performed.

The Excellently Learned and Ingentous 
Cardan, in his Commentary upon Ptolemy, 
in favour of this Argument, pofitively a- 
vers Thatif by the Art of Aftrology he 
had not better attained unto the Nature of 
nig Difeafe, than the Phyfitian that would 
have miniftred unto him could do by his 
Skill,he bad affuredly been cured byDeath, 
rather than preferved alive by Phylick 5 for 
miltaking the Caufe of his Diteafe,he meant 
to have applied that which would have in- 
ercafed it, and not taken 1t away. 

~ No Man can reafonably deny, but that 
the whole Prognoftick part of Phyficls ts 
governd by Altrology 5 and thofe Phyfitt- 
ans Which follow Hippocrates and Galen, 
in making that their Principal refuge , do 
wifely and commendably : it being an Art 
which fheweth the firft Natural beginning,

them cither ignorant of Starry Vertues, or 
elfe wilfully rejeting, or proudly neglect- 
ing, or defpifing the Science of Aftrology. 
Arcenterixs, not having Skillin Aftrolo- 
gy, might very jultly exclaim —~ That itis 
not eafie to render a Reafon, why Water, 
which is faid to be the Caute of the Palfey,

But although Aftrology be thus confide- 
rably friendly and ufefil tous inthe difco- 
very of the moft aftonifhing difficutties that 
Phyfick affordeth, and alfoin directing us 
the neareft way to the cure of all Maladies 5 
yet are there a fort of People that cltecm it 
tlicir Glory to condemn it, and to endea- 
your its banifhment out of the minds of 
Men: aiming thereby to baflle (that which 
helps but to confound themfclves,viz.) the 
Influences of the Pleiades, ArGurns,and Ori- 
on. Weak Men! and wilful ! to think that 
any Artifice, though never fo malicioufly 
and induftrioully contriv'd, can profper a- 
gainft the glorious Hoaft of Heaven! but 
cnough of this. 

No Man, [hope, willbe fo unjuft, as to 
think that I hercby defign to render either 
Phytick or the Learned Phyfitian cheap or 
invalid. My aimis chiefly to inftal Medi- 
cine, and to make it more worthily eftecm- 
edthan it commonly iss and to bring it (if 
poible) froma Canjectural,toa Mathema- 
tical Science, by annexing Aftrology unto 
it: and it mult be done that way, or not at 
all. When J endeavour to prevail with the

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sy titian to become an Aftrologer,tt is MOL 
to affront or imbafe him, but by inforcing 
the Exccllency of the Stars, xe, to lift up 
his Heads and exalt him to that Honour 
which Divine Writ hath awarded him.
